VICTIMS OF THE CRASH 
PROMINENT IN STATE 


Accident Happens About 
Two Miles From Car- 
tersville When Driver 
Loses Control of Ma- 
chine, Causing It to Be 
Sideswiped by Engine. 


Cartersville, Ga., December 10.— 
(Special.)—In an attempt to avoid 
‘a collision with a southbound Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
freight train at a crossing two 
miles north of Cartersville Tuesday 
afternoon about 4 o’clock, Mrs. L. 
G. Hagnes, who was driving a large 
automobile, lost control of the ma- 
chine, causing it to be side-swiped 
by the engine, resulting in the in- 
stant death of Mrs. Wilbur J. Ham, 
of Cartersville, and Mrs. O. H. P. 
Wright, of Selma, Ala. the ageg 
mother of Mrs. Hames, and Cather- 
ine Hames, 10 years old. Little Wil- 
bur Ham, Jr., a 4-year-old child, 
whose mother was killed, was fatally 
injured, dying several hours later. 
Mrs. Hames, who is the wife 
of Rev. I. G. Hames, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church 
of Cartersville, was also badly 
wounded, being cut about the face 
and head. 

Mrs. Will Walton, wife of W. C. 
Walton; clerk of Bartow county 
court, was also in the car, but her 
life was saved and she escaped in- 
jury by jumping from the car be- 
fore it was struck by the engine. 


Victims Are Prominent. 


All the occupants of the wrecked 
car were prominently connected in 
Cartersyille, and when an automo- 
bile bringing the wounded body of 
little Wilbur Ham arrived in the 
city and gave out the news of the 
accident, the town was thrown into 
a state of grief and sadness. Mrs. 
Wilbur Ham, who met instant death, 
‘was the wife of Wilbur J. Ham, a 

prominent citizen of Cartersville, 
and a. sister-in-law of Rev. John W. 
Ham, pastor of the Tabernacle Bap- 
_tist church, in Atlanta. She was 
the only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 

Robert H. ,Renfroe, of this city. 
Mrs. O. H. P. Wright, of Selma, 
Ala., was the mother of Mrs. L. G. 
Hames, who was driving the auto- 
mobile, and little Cathenine Hames, 
‘who was killed, was the only 
daughter of Rev. and Mrs. L, G. 
Hames. Their only son, lL. G. 
Hames, is a soldier in France. 

The party was out for a pleasure 
drive in a new seven-passenger 
car, which had been purchased but 
a few days ago by Rev. L. G. 
Hames, and were approaching 
Jones” Crossing, on the Dixie high- 
way. This crossing is known as 
one of the most dangerous on the 
railroad because of the fact that 
southbound passengers cannot 
clearly see the tracks approaching 
ff¥6m the north. Mrs. Hames, who 
was known as a good driver, ap- 
proached the crossing, thinking it 
would be clear, but when it was 
too late to stop she saw the rapidly 
approaching engine. She made an 
attempt to avoid the threatened col- 
lision with the big freight engine 
by turning her car abruptly down 
the side of the track toward Car- 


-tersville, but she had not proceeded 
far along the track before her prog- 
ress was arrested by a mail crane 
that stood in her way. 

The engine rushed upon the car 
as it halted for the obstruction, side- 
swiping it, and reducing it to splin- 
ters. The car was dragged more 
than a hundred feet by the train. 
and Mrs. Ham, Mrs. Wright and 
Catherine Hames instantly killed.

Tommy Spence Killed No- 
vember 27 in an Aero- 
plane Accident in France. 
No Particulars Given. 


By Dick Jemison. — 

Tommy Spence, one of the greatest 
football players who ever wore the 
old gold and white of Georgia Tech, 
has given his life for his country. 

A cablegram was received yester- 
day afternoon by T. L Spénce, of 
Thomasville, father of the football 
star, announcing his death in an 
aeroplane accident in France, No- 
vember 27. No particulars were 
given. 

Spence had been in France some 
time as a member of the American 
Flying corps and at one time was 
said to be flying over the Alps with 
the American birdmen who were as- 
signed to that sector by the war de- 
partment. 

Spence was planning to return 
to Tech to finish his schooling and 
get his diploma, and incidentally to 
play one more season on the foot- 
ball team of which he was one of 
its chief cogs. 

Beat Georgia in 1916. 

The last athletic feat of note per- 
formed by the-great Tech fullback 
was against the University of Geor- 
gia in the annual game between 
the two old rivals in Athens in 1916. 

In speaking of the work of Spence 
in that game, The Constitution said: 

“But the real star of the game, 
from Tech’s viewpoint, was Tommy 
Spence. Tommy showed more ‘drive 
in his attack than he has ever 


shown in a Tech uniform in ‘his 
three years as a Jacket. No charg- 
ing by any fullback in the south 
has ever been more vicicus or more 
ripping of the opposing line than 
the pumch he. had in his attack. 
Spence held his feet well, picked 
his opénings like a broken field 
runner, and then hammered his way 
for additional yards even after be- 
ing tackled by three or four Red 
and Black warriors. He carried 
through with an awful drive for 
ten, twelve and fifteen yards at a 
clip on some occasions. He never 
seemed to tire, though used fre- 
quently, and earned by his work to- 
day all-southern berth.” 

Tech not only lost a good oh as 
player, but a good student, and A 
lantans who knew Tommy oo ha 
learned to like him not only as a 
football player, but as a man. He 
was one of the most popular stu- 
dents who ever attended the local 
school. 

In addition to being a star foot- 
ball player, Tommy was one of the 
heaviest hitters in college baseball, 
playing in the outfield. He was also 
star forward of the Tech basketball 
team, Strupper playing the other 
forward position. Tommy was also 
a sprint man on the track team.

ARMY DISCHARGES, 
STARTING MONDAY 


All Men Living Within 
Zone of 350 Miles From 
Camp Gordon Affected 
by Order Just Issued. 


SOLDIERS MUST MEET 
PHYSICAL STANDARDS 


Men Living Outside 350- 
Mile Zone Will Be Sent 
to the Demobilization 
Camps Nearest to Their 
Homes. 


An outline of the system that has 
been adopted for the demobilization 
of all replacement units at Camp 
Gordon, which compose practically 
the entire personnel of the forces 
now stationed there, was for the 
first time announced by officials at 
headquarters last night. 

The feature of the plan is that all 
men in khaki now stationed at Gor- 
don who live within a radious of 
350 miles of the cantonment will 
be discharged beginning. next Mon- 
day morning, provided they can 
meet the physical standards neces- 
sary to obtain discharge som the 
service. 

This means that practically every 
Georgian now stationed at Camp 
Gordon, and thousands are affected, 
will get his discharge at once 
if he is. in as _ good _ physical 
condition as when he entered the 
service, and also that a large num- 
ber of Tennessee and Alabama men 
will be given an opportunity to se- 


cure their discharges by the estab-| 


lishment of the 350-mile zone, 
Nation-Wide Program. 

The work that Gordon will do is 
a part of a nation-wide program 
of demobilization, officials at head- 
quarters explained Tuesday night. 
Camps in various sections of the 
country have been designated as 
demobilization centers for forces in 
training in this country, each to 
have a working zone in which to 
discharge men whose homes are 
within its confines. 

Men in the replacement units at 
Camp Gordon whose homes are not 
in the 350-mile zone prescribed for 
this camp will be returned to de- 
mobilization camps nearest. their 
homes and discharged from them. 

No definite information as to 
when these movements will begin 
is yet at hand, officials at Gordon 
stated Tuesday night. The men will 
proceed to the demobilization camps 
nearest their homes as soon as the 
latter are able to handle them. They 
will move in as large groups as 
possible, it is understood, when de- 
mobilization camps notify Gordon 
authorities that they can devote 
their attention to these men. 

Physical Examinations. 

Physical examinations for all 
men within the 350-mile radius of 
Camp Gordon will begin today, it 
was Officially announced at head- 
quarters Tuesday night, and by 
next’ Monday the status of a con- 
siderable number of men in connec- 
tion with securing their discharge 
will have been determined and they 
will be in readiness to leave the 
army and return to civil life. 

The rule that all men who receive 
discharges must be in just as good 
condition physically when they 
leave the service and when they 
entered it, which has been 
established in the demobilization of 
other units, wil] be maintained in 
the replacement regiments. In the 
event that men are in poorer condl- 
tion than when they came into the 
army, they will be retained and 
given a course of treatment to fit 
them for leaving the army. 


ANGLO-AMERICAN PACT 
FAVORED BY ROOSEVELT 


New York, December 10.—That 
the United States and Great Britain 
could today agree to a universal ar- 
bitration treaty which would make 
war between the two nations im- 
possible for all time, is the opinion 
expressed by Theodore Roosevelt, 
in a letter made public here today 
to George Haven Putnam, presi- 
dent of the American Rights league. 

“I am now prepared to say what 
five years ago I would not have 
said,” the .former president wrote. 
“I think the time has come when 
the United States and the British 
empire can agree to a universal ar- 
bitration treaty. In other words, 
I believe that the time has come 
when we should say that under no 


circumstances shall there ever be a 
resort to war between the United 
States and the British empire, that 
no question can ever arise between 
them that cannot be settled in ju- 
dicial fashion, in some such manner 
as questions ‘between states of our 
Own union would be settled.” 

Colonel Roosevelt's letter was 
written in response to an invita- 
tion extended to him by Mr. Put- 
nam to join the English-speaking 
union, of which Mr. Arthur J. Bal- 
four, British foreign secretary, is 
president. Although declining’ to 
accept membership, explaining that 
he was devoting his time “to secure 
in this country a spirit of undivid- 
ed American nationalism,” Colonel 
Roosevelt said he was in sympathy 
with the general purpose of the 
English-speaking union. 

In his letter the colonel expressed 
opinion that the United States 
should not try to build a navy 
equal to England’s which he de- 
scribed as “probably the most po- 
tent instrumentality for peace in 
the world,” but that America’s navy 
should be second in strength.

Czernin Tried to’Get 
Austria - Hungary Out, 
But Was Blocked by 
Ludendorff—C zernin 
Predicted Revolution in 
Austria and Germany. 


Vienna, December 10.—Austria’s 
desperate efforts in 1917 to with- 
draw from the war were described 
in a statement made to the Asso- 
ciated Press today by Count Czern- 
in, former Austro-Hungarian  for- 
eign minister. General Ludendorff, 
the German chief quartermaster 
general, was the great stumbling 
block and Austria feared in under- 
taking a separate peace with the 
entente that Germany wewin de- 
clare war on her. 

“I never thought it sieatnte to 
beat the entente, particularly af- 
ter America entered the war,” said 
Count Czernin. “There were two 
ways to arrange peace. One was 
a separate peace with the entente, 
the other a general peace together 
with Germany. I have explained 
how both ways were impossible. 

Meant War With Germany. 

“A separate peace would have 
meant war with Germany, since 
thereby we, because of our. geo- 
graphical position, would have cut 
off from Germany her Turc6é-Bul- 
garian allies and it would have 
been impossible for Germany, with 
her interests in Turkey and Bul- 
garia, to allow us to pull out of the 
war. I have proof that Germany 
at once would have made war on us. 

“Consider that two months ago, 
when she was beaten, with a revolu- 
tion in her own country, she was 
then strong enough to send troops 
to defend Bavaria when Andrassy, 
the last imperial foreign minister, 
offered President Wilson a sep- 
arate peace. What would Germany 
have been able to do six months 
before when she was almost vic- 
torious in France? 

“Consider what a war with Ger- 
many meant for us—first, civil war, 
because of our ten million German 
population and also the possibility 
of the Hungarians turning against 
us, with Tisza, a pro-German, and 
in addition the uncertainty of the 
actions of the Poles and Czechs, 
who were already dealing with the 
entente, 

“Even supposing we had turned 
fo. the entente and had succeeded 
in winning the war—there never 
would have been any winning side 
for us, because the entente by the 
conference of London in 1916 prom- 
ised freedom to the various peopies 
of the empire, leaving us in the 
divided condition we are at the 
present time.” 

_Ludendorff Controlled Kaiser, 

Referring to Germany, Count 
Czernin said there was only one 
group bent upon a victorious peace 
and declaring that isngiané must be 
crushed. 

“This was the military party,” he 
went on, “headed by lLudendorff, 
who’is a remarkable military man. 
But it was our misfortune that he 
was too strong and too popular 
with the soldiers; so the emperor 


needed him and could not send him 
away. 

“I sent Emperor Charles a letter, 
a copy of which I have at your dis- 
position, declarine to him that the 
submarine warfare surely would 
fail; that we would never win, and 
that we must force Germany to CO 1- 
clude peace. I told him a revolu- 
tion was coming; that Emperor 
William would lose his throne and 
that he himself would lose his 
throne and that every government 
head must see that we were the 
losers. 

“T urged upon him that he must 
try for peace before we were crush- 
ed: that ‘(termany’s situation was 
the same as ours and that only mi'- 
itary men believed it possible to win 
the war. America’s entrance, I 
pointed out, meant our ruin; her 
influence would be felt within a 
few months in spite of the belief itn 
Germany that America would never 
be able to arrive in time.”

Philipp Scheidemann to 
Get Out—90 Per Cent of 
People Are for Govern- 
ment, But Latter’s Posi- 
tion Is Critical. 

SPARTACUS RADICALS 

STILL MAKE TROUBLE 


Liebknecht Leads Crowd 

to Chancellor’s Palace. 
Mob Wanted to Storm 
the Building, But Lieb- 
knecht Prevented. 


Berlin, December 10.—‘I will not 
put up with these conditions an- 
other week. I will get out,” de- 
clared Philipp Scheidemann, a mem- 
ber of the government, in a speech 
today defending the government and 
himself against the attacks of the 
Spartacus group. Scheidemann de- 
clared that the government had 90 
per cent of the German population 
behind it, “but nevertheless it is sit- 
ting on a powder keg.” 

Liebknecht Heads Demonstration. 

A group of Spartacus party ad- 
herents, headed by Dr. Karl Lieb- 
knecht, made a demonstration last 
night before the chancellor’s palace, 
now the headquarters of the govern- 
ment. The crowd clamored for the 
appearance of Herr Barth, secretary 
of the independent social democratic 
party, and secretary for social policy 
in the Ebert ministry. He is a for- 
mer member of the Spartacus group 
of whom the remaining Spartacus 
members are suspicious. 

In answer to the clamor Secre.- 
tary Barth appeared at a window 
and addressed the crowd. He said 
that if he could meet Dr. Liebknecht 
in a public hall for a straight talk 
Liebknecht would afterward not 
have a single workman behind him. 
He declared he took his post in the 
government on Liebknecht’s insist- 
ence, 

Secretary Barth’s speech was re- 
ceived with shouts of disapproval 
and demands that the building be 
stormed and the secretary seized. 
The crowd finally quieted, however, 
and Dr. Liebknecht advised his fol- 
lowers to content themselves with 
showing their determination by cry- 
ing “Long live the social revolu- 
tion.” After other speakers had di- 
rected further attacks upon Herr 
Barth and the crowd had respondéd 
by more shouting the demonstrators 
dispersed. 

Raid on Aristocrats. 

A dramatic sequel to 
day’s attempted arrest of the 
executive committee of the _ sol- 
diers’ and workmen’s council oc- 
curred when the Hotel Bristol, one 
of the more fashionable places on 
Unter den Linden, was raided by 
orders of the Ebert-Haase cabinet. 

All exits of the hotel were guard- 
ed by truops and the premises were 
searched on the strength of rumors 
that plotters were concealed there. 
In one of the large apartments the 
raiders found 22 men suspected with 
complicity in Friday’s raid. Among 
them were Baron Rheinbaben, for- 
mer Prussian minister of finance, 
and the younger Prince Hohenlohe. 
The entire party is under detention. 
Three hundred guns which were 
found in an adjoining chamber 
were seized. Count Matuacka, one 
of those alleged to have been  in- 
volved in Friday’s disorders, has 
not yet been arrested. 

Pseudo American Involved. 

The leaders in the attempt to 
rest the executive committee of the 
soldiers and workmen’s council, ac- 
cording to an announcement issued 
today, were William J. Martin, two 
German officers named Von Rheit- 
baher and Matuschka. 

Martin, who is known locally as 
an American, has been living in 
Berlin since the outbreak of the 
war, and is the founder of “The 
League of Truth.” Posing as an 
American, Martin on July 4 1915, 
placed a wreath with which was 
an American flag bordered in black 
on the statute of Frederick the 
Great. James W. Gerard, the Amer- 
ican ambassador, at that time, 6o0m- 
pelled the authorities to remove the 
wreath by threatening to remove it 
himself if his request was not com- 
Plied with. 

Later Martin was compelled to 
admit that he was a German sub- 
ject. He allied himself with the 
German annexationists and proved 
a constant source of embarrassment 
to the German foreign office, which 
tried to suppress him, but was 
blocked by his pan-German mili- 
tary protectors. 

Von Rheitbaher is a cousin of 
Baron Rheinbaben, who was con- 
nected with the Christiana bomb 
plot. Matuschka is a young officer 
who held a post in Lithuania until 
the reovlution. Both were unsala- 
ried volunteer workers for the gov- 
ernment, 

RUSS BOLSHEVIKI 
AIDING GERMAN REDS. 

Copenhagen, December 10. — 
Adolph Joffe, former ambassador 
to Germany of the Russian Bolshe- 
vik government, who when recent- 
ly accused of circulating seditious 
literature in Germany, denied it, not 
only admits it now ina telegram 
received here, but glories in the 
achievement. He declares the lit- 
erature was circulated “through the 
good offices of the independent so- 
cialists,’”’ and makes the further dec- 
laration that a number of weapons 
were handed over to Herr Barth, 
secretary of the independent social 
democratic party. 

Instead of receiving 105,000 marks 
for the purchase of arms, Joffe says 
he received “several hundred thou- 
sand marks,” and adds: 

“I claim for myself the honor of 
having devoted all my. powers to 
the success of the German revolu- 
tion throughout my activities, 
which were carried on in agreement 
with the independent socialist min- 
isters, Haase, Barth and others.” 

It is known in Berlin that Haase, 
Barth, Ledebour and other inde- 
pendents were friendly with Joffe, 
but this telegram gives the first 
disclosure that they actively headed 
the Bolshevik ambassador's plan to

MARSHALL TAKES 
WILSON'S PLALL 


At Cabinet Meeting at 
the White House—The 
Vice President Acted in 
Obedience to Wireless 
From Wilson. 


Washington, December 10.—Vice 
President Marshall presided over to- 
day’s cabinet meeting, at the re- 
quest of President Wilson, who is 
en route to Europe, and set, ac- 
cording to the white house staff, a 
new precedent in the conduct of 
American executive affairs. No 
other vice president, so far as rec- 
ords show, ever presided at a cabi- 
net session. 

In taking his seat, Mr. Marshall 
set at rest any theories that he 
migt be acting as president. He 
said he was attending the gather- 
ing “informally and impersonally, 
not undertaking to exercise any of- 
ficial duty or function.” 

“There is one thing sure,” he 
added, “I will not become pres- 
ident unless I should be elected, 
or unless somebody dies, and I have 
no present anticipation of either 
contingency.” 

Marshall’s Position. 

The following summary of the vice 
president’s statement of his position 
in assuming the chair was given out 
at the white house: 

“In assuming the chair and presid- 
ing Over what is known as a meet- 
ing of the cabinet, I deem-it proper 
to make a brief statement, so that 
my conduct need not be misunder- 
stood nor misinterpreted. I am here 
and am acting in obedience to the 
request preferred by the president 
upon the eve of his departure, and 
also at your request. But Ll am 
here informally and personaly, and 
am not undertaking to exercise any 
official duty or function. I shall 
preside in an official. and informal 
way over your meetings out of def- 
erence to your desire and those of 
the president.” 

Request by Wireless, 

Before going to the white house, 
Mr. Marskall explained that the 
president before departing for En- 
rope had asked him to preside at 


the cabinet meetings and had re- 
peated the request by wireless from 
the George Washington. \ 

No business requiring the atten- 
tion of the president developed at 
the cabinet session, it was said, and 
the wireless carried no message 
from it to the presidential ship 
George Washington. 

The cabinet meeting today was 
the last which Secretary McAdoo 
will attend as he will be succeeded 
next Monday by Carter Glass. Mr. 
McAdoo bade farewell to members 
of the cabinet and attaches of the 
executive offices, although he will 
remain in Washington until Jar- 
uary 1 or until his successor as di- 
rector general of railroads is ap- 
pointed. 


U. 5. CONTROL PLANNED 
UF PACKING INDUSTRY 


Washington, December 10.—Leg- 
islation designed to carry into ef- 
fect the recommendations of the 
federal trade commission to Presi- 
dent Wilson that the government 
regulate the meat packing industry 
was introduced in the house today 
by Chairman Sims, of the interstate 
commerce committee. 

Mr. Sims said the measure was 
sent to him by the president with 
the request that every effort be 
made to enact it at this session of 
congress. He said he assumed that 
the measure was prepared by the 
department of justice, and added 
that before offering it he had con- 
ferred with the federal trade com- 
mission regarding its provisions. 

The bill provides that the presi- 
dent at his discretion may acquire 
and operate certain facilities of the 
packers, including w@wtockyards, cold 
storage and freezing plants and all 
eattle and refrigerator cars; acquire 
them for the government and 
license their operation, or without 


acquiring these facilities to place 
the meat packing industry under 
a system of direct federal license. 
In its report to the. president, 
maae public last Aue 8 at the 
white house, the federal trade com- 
mission recommended government 
acquisition and control of stock- 
yards, cold storage plants and ware- 
houses and cattle and refrigerator 
cars in order to destroy a monopuly, 
which is declared Switt & Co., Ar-

& Co., Inc., "and the Cudahy Pack- 
ing company exercised not. only over 
the country’s meat industry, but 
other necessary food supplies.

Paris, December 10.—According 
to a wireless dispatch from the U. 
S. S. George Washington, says Mar- 
cel Hutin in The Echo 4d’Paris, 
President Wilson has been informed 
that Premier Ebert and Foreign 
Secretary Haase, of the Berlin gov- 
ernment, and Premier Eisner, of Ba- 
varia, were about to make an ef- 
fort to get him to visit Germany.

“Only by long years of repentance 
can Germany atone for her crimes 
and show sincerity. No true Ameri- 
can could think of visiting Germany 
unless forced to do so by strictly 
official obligations. 

“That is to say, I decline in ad- | 
vance to consider any suggestion of | 
the kind.”

PASSES AZORES. 


Brest, France, December 10.—The | 
steamship George Washington, car- 
rying President Wilson and the 
American delegates to the peace 
congress, Was reported by the naval 
wireless as passing the Azores at l 
o’cloeck this afternoon. All on board 
were well after the stormy weather 
through which the presidential liner 
passed, 

Preparations for receiving Presi- 
dent Wilson here have been com- 
pleted. 

The progress of each step tunes 
by the American visitors is followed 
with eager interest. The first plan 
of sending an American dreadnaught 
fleet seaward has been changed. 

According to the new plan the 
fleet will go out early Friday to en- 
counter the American party a wea 
distance off the coast. 


French warships also will take 
Foreign Minister Pichon, Minister 
of Marine Leygues and Andre Tar- 
dieu, head of the general commis- 
sion for Franco-American war ques- 
tions, for the first greetings by an 
exchange Of salutes. 

French officers have arrived 
from Paris to make final arrange- 
ments with the local authorities for 
the president’s landing. 

The George Washington draws 
too much water to enter the inner 
harbor, so the president’s ship and 
the entire fleet of warships will 
anchor about a mile off shore. 

An American party, consisting of 
Generals Pershing ant Bliss, Ad- 
miral Benson, Admiral Henry Bb. 
Wilson and Colonel E. M. House, 
then will board the liner and bring 
the president and Mrs. Wilson 
ashore aboard a naval tug. The 
French ministers will extend a for- 
mal welcome to the American presi- 
dent as he sets foot on French soil.

Washington, December 10.—Cop- 
ies of instructions telegraphed by 
William Randolph Hearst to the ed- 
itors of his newspapers and of oth- 
er messages received and sent by 
him at Palm Beach, Fla., early in 
1917, just before the United States 
entered the warj were read today 
into the record of the senate com- 
mittee investigating brewers and 
German propaganda. They were 
taken from the files of the depart- 
ment of justice and given to the 
committee by -A. Bruce Bielaski, 
chief of the bureau of investiga- 
tion. ° 

Mr. Hearst's messages directed 
that editorials advocatirg embargo 
on shipments of munitions and food 
to the allies be prepared for his New 
York papers; instructed that a “ref- 
erendum peace vote” in an election 
district in each city where Hearst 
organs were printed be taken, and 
that Windsor McCay preparg @ car- 
toon for The New York American 
showing the United States and Ger- 
many shaking their fists at each 
other and a huge Japan bending 
forward awaiting to strike “Uncle 
Sam” in the back. 

Effort to Frighten Congress. 

Other of the telegrams related to 
the famous Zimmerman note in 
which Germany proposed an alli- 
ance with Mexico and Japan, and 
which the Associated Press reveal- 
ed to the world. One message sign- 
ed “Doctor,” and sent from Palm 
Beach, said the note probably was 
a forgery prepared by the attorney 
general “to frighten congress into 
giving the president the powers he 
demanded and perhaps also into 
passing the espionage bill.”

New York December 10.—With the 
navy department’s consent the of- 
fice of Vice Admiral Gleaves, com- 
the cruiser and trans- 
port force, made public tonight fig- 
ures showing exactly the propor- 
tionate share of troops conveved to 
France in American vessels. Of the 
entire army of 2,079,880 men taken 
over, the statistics show 46 1-4 per 
cent were carried in American 


|ships, 48 1-2 in British and the bal- 
| ance in French and Italian vessels. 


Of the total strength of the navalt 
escort guarding all these convoys, 
the United States furnished 82 3-4 
per cent, Great Britain 14 1-8 per 
cent and France 3 1-8 per cent. 

It was felt that these official 
figures should be made public ow- 
ing to the discrepancies in the state- 
ments of many 


different naval forces enabling 
American troops to reach the bat- 
tle line in sufficient force to turn 
the tide against Germany.

Many of the 
trucks and wagons were decorated 
with quantities of Christmas 
greens. 

German and “Lost Battalion.” 
Lieutenant Heinrich Prince, one of 
the commissioners detailed by the 
Germans to deal with the Ameri- 
cans, was the officer who transmit- 
ted to Major Whittlesey the German 
demand to surrender when Whittle- 
sey was commanding the famous 
“Lost Battalion” in the Argonne 
forest. In talking with officers of 
the 77th division today, Lieutenant 
Prince said his comrades and supe- 
rior officers held the highest admi- 
ration for the Americans in that 
fight. The only motive for de- 
manding the surrender of the “Lost 
Battalion” was to save the Ameri- 
cans from what the Germans then 
percet ee would be certain annihila- 
ion, 

The comparatively light yoke the 
Americans have laid on the Ger- 
mans appears to have influenced 
them in their attitude toward the 
Americans. When the American 
troops went to the barracks just 
evacuated by the Germans. they 
found they had been scrubbed to a 
State of spotlessness, and that the 
mattress coverings had been wash- 
ed and refilled with fresh hay. 
Quantities of Stores, 


Formal delivery of stores has not 
yet been made, but an olficer today 
delivered a map to Colonel RHea 
showing the location of gi®%at quan- 
tities of ammunition, guns, and gen- 
eral stores in Coblenz and in the 
fortress across the river. It is esti- 
mated that more than five hundred 
trucks will be given up. The total 
value of the property to be delivered 
perhaps will run well into millions 
of dollars. 

Here, as at Treves, the Americans 
are dealing with the defacto authori- 
ties. The workmen’s council is main- 
taining a commission, but the offi- 
cials the Americans found were those 
who long had been functioning and 
the Americans are leaving to them 
the problem of arranging their own 
affairs in the new party’s council. 
As an indication, however, that the 
determination not to treat with the 
council will not cause any trouble 
for the American commission is the 
receipt of various messages signed 
by Mathias Erzberger dealing with 
subjects which the Americans have 
discussed with the mayor, 

The Americans have not attempted 
to interfere in any Way with local 
institutions or the manner of life 
of the people. The inhabitants re- 
tire and arise when they please, and 
permission is even given to those 
whose business requires it to cross 
and recross the Rhine at will. 

German From United States. 


A number of Germans who had 
lived in the United States for years 
greeted the American troops on their 
arrival in Coblenz. Among them 
was Ernest Westfall, whose father 
lives in Enid. Okla. Westfall, for- 
merly a member of the Missouri na- 
tional guard, left Kansas City at the 
outbreak of the war. He eventually 
reached Berlin and joined the Ger- 
man army, but was dischagred after 
several months’ service owing to 
illness. 

Westfall said he came to Coblenz 
from Berlin, hoping to see William 
A. Smith. formerly captain of the 
Kansas Citv company of guards of 
which Westfall once was a member. 
Westfall was informed by the 
Americans that Smith, serving in the 
Thirty-fifth division as a major, was 
killed at Cheppy soon after the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive began. 


EX-KAISER TRIES 
T0 AILL HIMSELE 


According to Copenhagen 
Dispatch, But There’s 
No Confirmation—Other 
Dispatches Say William 
Is Taking Life Easily. 


London, December 10.—William 
Hohenzollern, the former German 
emperor, has attempted to commit 
suicide, following mental depression, 
according to The Lepzic Tageblatt, 
which is quoted in a Copenhagen 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
company. A member of the former 
emperor's retinue, who prevented 
Herr Hohenzollern from carrying 
out his intention, received a wound, 


it is said. 

The former emperor had had sev- 
eralinterviews at Amerongen with 
two German experts on international 
law, with whom he discussed his 
personal position, according to an 
Amsterdam dispatch to the Express 
These experts arrived and left Am- 
erongen in a rather mysterious 
manner. 

It is understood, according to the 
dispath, that Herr Hohenzollern is 
writing his autobiography and a his- 
tory of his reign. He will explain 
his attitude before and during the 
war, it is said. The book, which 
will be long, is intended for publica- 
tion, or if its author is tried before 
an international tribunal, may be 
read as a part of his defense. 


WILLIAM AND WIFE 
TAKE LONG STROLLS. 

Amerongen, Holland, December 10. 
Since his formal abdication, William 
Hohenzollern has shed his uniform, 
and apears regularly in civilian 
clothes, as do the members of his 
suite. The entourage has been re- 
duced in number to eighteen, for 
himself anqd the former empress. 

The family life of the erstwhile 
royal pair appears to flow as evenly 
as that of any middle-aged couple 
who might be enjoying a quiet coun- 
try holiday. They dine with their 
host, Count von Bentinck, being 
often joined at the meal by the 
count’s brother, a nobleman resid- 
ing in a neighboring castle, and 
spend much of their time together 
strolling through the castle grounds. 

Yesterday Herr Hohenzollern went 
for a walk into the country, while 
his wife explored the. neighboring 
market town of Wageningen. Today 
the ex-emperor visited Zuylestein,a 
Bentinck family property, where he 
indulged in tree-cutting for the sake 
of exercise.

The 
presence of five companies of so!- 
diers from Camp Holabird added a 
martial aspect to the scene, but 
they had nothing to do, as the work- 
men were orderly.

PROTEST MADE 
BY JUGO-SLAVS. 

Washington, December 10.— The 
Jugo-Slav national council at Za- 
greb, acting as the provincial gov- 
ernment for all Jugo-Slav territory 
formerly incorporated in the Austro- 
Hungarian empire, has submitted a 
protest to the allied governments 
against Italian administration in the 
occupied territories of Dalmatia, 
Istria and Gorizia, according to a 
dispatch today by the Jugo-Slav 
press bureau here. The message de- 
clares that the Italian administration 
is “contrary, not only to the admi- 
stice terms, but to human concep- 
tion as regards the treatment of a 
peopie distinctly pro-ally and strug- 
gling through the whole war for the 
allied cause.” 

In its representation to the allies 
the Zagreb government, the dispatch 
says. called attention te~the grave 
results of Italian administration in 
Jugo-Slav lands. The protest alleges 
that in all parts of Dalmatia occu- 
pied by Italian forces, food is dis- 
tributed only to those who sign a 
declaration adhering to the annexa- 
tion of Dalmatia to Italy. The Jugo- 
Slav government further claims that 
in Gorizia, where there is a food 
shortage, no food is being imported 
by the Italians, who, the Jugo-Slavs 
allege, are forcibly requisitioning 
food for the army of occupation. 

Other subjects of protest, the dis- 
patch says, include: Alleged depos- 
ing of local Jugo-Slav officials and 
appointment of Italian officials; al- 
leged tearing down by Italian mili- 
tarv forces of Serbian, Croatian and 
Slovene flags: alleged internment as 
prisoners of war by the Italians of 
the male population between 24 and 
59 vears in’ the occupied provinces 
and alleged internment by the com- 
mandant of the Italian army of oc- 
cupation of a representative of the 
Jugo-Slav government sent to Go- 
rizia to enter a protest, 


BREAKING GERMAN bi 
UN AMERICAN INDUSTRY 


New York, December 10.—Ameri- 
canization of enemy-owned property 
will De continued until peace is pro- 
claimed, and possibly even longer 
during an extended period of liqui- 
dation,*declared A. Mitchell Palmer, 
alien property custodian, in an ad- 
dress here tonight at a meeting un- 
der the auspices of the New York 
City Bar association. 

This policy of Americanization, 
which he asserted had snatched away 
‘a knife at the throat of America,” 
would, he added, “destroy the far- 
reaching German hold on American 
industry and assure American manu- 
facturers fair competitton in their 
own and foreign markets. It was 
preposterous, he said, that the Unit- 
ed States should lift the _ barrier 

gainst German trade exploitation 
merely because hostilities had 
ceased, 

“I do not advocate any trade boy- 
cott out of a spirit of revenge or 
in retaliation for injuries done to 
the United States,” he continued. 
“I do not want to continue the war 
after the war. I am for peace.

-She 
has sold the property of American 
and neutral citizensarsident in Ger- 
many. down to household goods and 
wearing apparel, which has.never 
heen done here. She has organized 
corporations under official contro! 
to purehase at ridiculous prices, 
syndicate and control all the plants 
in certain industries having French, 
Zritish and American interests.” 

! Mr. Palmer deelared_ that the

ehecking future aggression here by 
German manufacturing interests. He 
explained that he had found “Ger-

HEYDLER NAMED

Offices of President, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer 


Combined With His. 


Election—He Had Been 
Secretary for Years. 


New York, December 10.—John A. 
Hevdler was: elected president, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Nation- 
al league at its annual meeting here 
tonight. The three offices are com- 
bined for the first time since 1507. 

Mr. Heydler was unanimously 
elected for a term of three years. He 
had been acting president since the 
resignation of John K. Tener last 
summer. He had acted as president 
once previously after the death of 
President Pulliam, in 1909, until his 
successor, Thomas J. Lynch, was 
elected. He is thoroughly conver- 
sant with every detail of the Na- 
tional league executive office 
the past fifteen years. 


Mr. Heydler was born at La Farge- | 


ville, N. Y., July 19, 1869. His first 
professional experience in baseball 
was as a National league umpire in 
1898, when the double umpire sys- 
tem was first established. Prior 
to that he was a writer on Sporting 
Life and The Washington Star, and 
subsequently he was sporting editor 
ff The Washington Post. In 1902, 
at the request of President Pulliam, 
he compiled the National league av- 
erages for that season, and became 
the president’s private secretary 
in 1903. In 1907, when the office of 
president-secretary-treasurer of the 
National league was split, Mr. Heyd- 
ler was appointed secretary, a posi- 
tion he has filled ever since. 

Prior to the election of President 
Heydler, two other names were in- 
formally discussed, but neither was 
putin nomination. These were John 
C. Toole, a lawyer, of this city, who 
for vears has been the legal adviser 
of some of the league members, and 
Robert Brown, a newspaper man, of 
Louisville, Ky. 

Heydler’s Report.

HITCHCOCK ANSWERS 
PRO-CERMAN CHARGES 


December 10.~Sena- 
tor Hitchcock, of Nebraska, chair- 
man of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, mtg the senate today 
in regar to the mention of his 
name among advocates of a muni- 
tions embargo in documents pro- 
duced before the senate judiciary 
committee’s German propaganda 
inquiry. He said he had no disposi- 
tion to criticise the placing of all 
German documents in the record, 
but that it was evident the Ger- 
mans had used the names of many 
public men recklessly, if not false- 
ly, the climax of absurdity being 
reached when they recorded Pro- 
fessor Albert Bushnell Hart, of 
Harvard, as willing to co-operate 
with them.

Later he declared 
German propaganda and criminal 
acts in this country and atrocities 
abroad caused him to change his at- 
titude. 

“Like other Americans,” said the 
senator, “I have passed from one 
phase of the situation to another— 
peaceful neutrality, armed neutrali- 
ty, war. I supported in the days 
of our neutrality the embargo idea 
: and as an American I de- 
clined to associate myself with 
those who became partisans of Ger- 
many.” 

Referring to the letter of a Ger-

He declared he would be 
unable to, run the city if business 
were allowed to be conducted onlv 
during the hours’ thus specified. 
However, he i{ssued a. proclamation 
to the residents urging them to 
maintain order and show civilitv to 
the British. while still remember- 
ing that they were Germans. 
Opposed German Doings. 

When the burgomaster’s attention 
Was directed to the harsh treatment 
of the people in the areas the Ger- 
man forces had been occupying, he 
declared that Cologne had consist- 
ently opposed the German doings in 
belgium and France. “We expect 
the British will be better,” he added. 

When informed that many of the 
newly evacuated districts were in 
virtually a starving condition and 
that aid was being rushed to the 
impoverished people he expressed 
much surprise. 

Cologne is taking the occupation 
calmly and many of the population 
showed an inclination to be friendly. 
The troops have 
selves in various parts of the city 
and along the banks of the Rhine 
without untoward incident. The big 
bridges over the Rhine were the 
meeting point of the two forces. 
the British holding two-thirds of 
each bridge and the Germans the 
remnainder.
